RICH NATURAL RESOURCES | BASIS OF PROSPERITY 

At the very foundation of Alberta’s progress and. prospects 
,must be placed the rich natiiral resources and favorable climatic 
' eunditions whiely a kind Providence has endowed this province. 

These are such as to have made Alberta’s yield of wheat and 
oats higher on a ten-year average than those of any. other province 
or state on this continet, and of a very high quality also. Alberta 
has won two world championships in wheat and five in oats, and at 
the last five international shows at Chicago 115 other prizes in. 
these two grains’ 

The same natural conditicus are very favorable to the raising 
‘of livestock also. During the past four years livestock from: this 
province,competing with the world, has won 48 prizes in Chicago. 
01 at Tgronto, and 40 at Guelph—these' including 10 championships. 

Alberta ‘has 98 per cent of all the coal in Canada. and 14 per 
cent of the world’s supply... Her timber resources are considerable’ 
She has other sc(bstantial natural resources in tar-sands. gas.’ fish, 
and game, and there is good reason fer }elieving tliat oil in com- 
mercial quantities and qualities will yet be found. 

But even sueh an extent and variety of natural resources 
, Would be of little actual value tc day without reasonable prospects of 
early development. Estimates of these must be based in part on the 
reeord of actual development to date. 

The 19 years since Albetta became a province form a natural 
period for a review of provincial development. What then is the 
record of. development during that period?

Poultry products have increased seven-fold until to-day Al- 
perta has more hens per capita than any, other provinee in Canada. 

Fisheries which were of no commercial value as late as 10 
years ago are now adding $400,000 annually to Alberta’s production, 

Coal production now exceeds that of Nova Scotia or British 
Columbia, being 40 per cent of the total for all Canada. 

Manufacturing—practieally unknown in 1915—represents to- 
day an investment of over $55, une ,000 and gives employment to over 
12,000 people. . 

Tourist traffic, also a negligible santor in 1905 has been greatly 
stimulated by improved roads and the establishment of five national 
parks, and to-day brings to Alberta an annual expenditure of from 
#15,000,0000 to $25,000,000. 

Summing up in terms of a singlé year’s pr oduetion, the pro- 
duets of agriculture and other natural resources represented in 1923, 
a total value of $260,006,000 to which must be added $45,000, 000 for 
other manufactured. products. 


A STEADY GROWTH ALONG EDUCATIONAL LINES 

Nor is it along educational lines alone that Alberta has made 
rapid, development. ; 
The provincial university, starting with three’ rented réoms

The Institute of Technology and Art at Calgary, established

In the public and high schools enrolment has ‘inereased five 
fold while the increase in value of school properties has increased 
twenty-fold.

Nxtension of trade with the Orient: will hasten Alberta's de- 
velopment. Already new markets are being found there for wheat, 
‘lour, livestock, butter and cheese produced in this province. These 
markets are certaim to be extended. Babson, the noted economist, 
sys that the great trade of the future will be with the Orient. 
Alberta, as the most westerly off Canada’s praivie provinces, is in 
wu very favorable position for supplying theOrient’s requirements 
in agricultural produets. ; 

National considerations will ‘brine about in the not far dis- 
lant*future the use of Alberta’s coal in Ontario and this will five. 
a great impetus to the coal industry of this provinee, 


Within the provinee itself several conditions are working 


in the same general direction’. Alberta has today the accumulated 


knowledge of three decades of experiment with soil and. elimatie 
conditions in this provinee and many of the mistakes common to 
hew countries can now be avoided. Blends of seed and strains of 
stoele particularly fitted to local ‘conditions Pave been produced. 
There is a steadily inereasing tendeney towards mixed farming » 
which, in addition to lessening the risk to the individual farmer, 
will make for intensive settlement, permanent buildings, and more 
senerally better living conditions. Co-operative marketing is vet 
another faeter already introduced in this. province that will tend to 
make agriculture more profitable and mote attractive, 

Gradually, but none the less surely, there will come. a vast 
development-in manufacturing: in Alberta. > The provinee has great 
manufacturing potentialities in its coal. natural gas and water power 
and -it may be reasonably hoped in oil also. An emnent engineer 
ias made the statement that Alberta’s coal deposits alone are suf- 


ficient to insure that this province will be ultimately the work-shop 


of Canada’ ; 


VAST ACREAGES READY FOR SETTLEMENT 

Such a record of achievement would inspire confidence in any 
province, It is all the more hopeful and inspiring beeause made 
by a new province using but a small portion of its nattiral resources. 
; With all her development in agricultural production’ only 15 
per cent of Alberta’s arable land iss under cultivation. At ‘least 
20,600,000 aeres—two-thirds greater than the area now in-use—is 
still lying idle and unoceupied within 25 miles of construeted rail- 
ways. Off.these half a million aeres are within the boundaries :of 
established irrigation distriets requiring only: the construetion of 
laterals to make them fully irrigated lands, 

All of these factors and certain conditions that will make for 
more rapid development in future constitute the great strength of 
Alberta’s. present position. With an area twice’ that of the: British 
Isles, Alberta has only one and ‘a quarter per cent of the population 
of the United Kingdom. Within the borders of this province there 
could be accommodated’ geographically the whole of Germany or 
France, or nine of the most populous. of:ihe New Kneland end At- 
lantic states’ The frame work for a large population, engaged in 
a wiide variety of pursuits and representing a. production of high 
commercial value has been largely prepared. That prepartion has 
imposed a°heavy burden upon the, relitively few people who hud 
bear it, but as the filling in will bring inereased prosperity 1o 
them and good returh to those who are attracted. to this province 
in the process.
